MAN magnifies his office or the 
A ottice dwarfs the man, according 
to which is the larger—the man or 
his job. I think it was Paul who 
coined the expression, “I magnify 
mine office,’ a remark that has been 
an inspiration to achievement in ev- 
ery-day work down through the coen- 
turies. The man who magnifies his 
office sees more in it than anyone 
else. To him its details are eloquent 
with opportunity. His office 
holds him. The other fellow 
merely holds his office. 

A few years ago Ex-Presi-

Be- 
side him sat Mrs. Gardner, his accom- 
plished and ready interpreter, and as 
he nodded in appreciation of the mes- 
sages so deftly spelled off on her nim- 
ble fingers, you remembered that he 





was shut away from the speech of his 
fellows by the misfortune of to- 
tal deafness. Now only the exceptional 
man in the full possession of all five 
senses succeeds in impressing you as 
a@ person out of the ordinary, but 
when you feel Mr. Gardner’s hand- 
clasp and come under the spell of his 
personality, you at once decide that 
he belongs in your list of notables— 
not by reason of appearance, though 
he stands before you a fine figure of 
a man, well groomed, of good height, 
straight, square-shouldered, and of

substantial build. He is attractive of 
face, with regular features, fair com- 
plexion and clear eyes that twinkle 
often enough to keep you constantly 
reminded of his natural sense of hu- 
mor. His luxuriant hair and heavy 
mustache are perfectly white. Yet, 
not in these externals is revealed the 
personality of the man, for he is one 
of the sort that give you a favorable 
first impression and then continue to 
improve with acquaintance. An 
exemplar of right thinking and 
clean living, he is a man of 
positive convictions, living up 
to the precepts that he believes 
to be true, and aggressive in 
championing the cause that en- 
lists his support. Of broad 
ideas, cultured and well read, 
he will meet you with interest- 
ing comment on almost any 
subject. His mind is a store- 
house well filled with classic 
and historical lore—as I dis- 
covered last summer when, 
with Mrs. Gardner, he spent a 
little time with us at Lacona. 
But, with Mr. Gardner, 
language and literature are, 
only incidental. The one ab- 
sorbing topic that engages his 
most earnest thought is the 
work of his office. He is keen- 
ly appreciative of its responsi- 
bilities and its opportunities. 
I remarked to him that it 
seemed unfortunate that his 
work wag in a field allowing 
so little time for the exercise 
of his literary ability and I ex- 
pressed regret that his atten- 
tion must be so constantly occupied 
with the routine duties of organiza- 
tion that perhaps could be as well 
performed by a trained assistant. But 
Mr. Gardner was quick to come to the 
defense of his job. With much ani- 
mation he explained the means by 
which the office has won the favorable 
recognition of Agricultural Colleges 
and Experiment Stations, and how, 
upon the personal work of the Super- 
intendent rested the popular estimate 
of the stability of the Advanced Regis- 
try system. His earnest argument 
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MR. AND MRS. 


gave me a better appreciation of the 
dignity and importance of the routine 
work which he is performing. He 
magnifies his office. 

When in the spring of 1905 The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica needed a man to take the place 
of Mr. Hoxie as Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry, the times demand- 
ed a practical, well poised business 
man, of broad ideas, and combining 
with a high degree of executive abili- 
ty a knowledge of office methods and 
organization, literary talent, skill in 
diplomacy, and a thorough acquain- 
tance with the Black and White breed. 
Only one man, representing this rare 
combination of desirable qualifications 
seemed to be available. M.H. Gardner 
was the man of the hour, and in his 
unanimous election to the office of 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry, 
a signal honor was conferred upon the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. 

Mr. Gardner accepted the office at 
a considerable sacrifice financially, as 
he was one of Wisconsin’s leading 
breeders and an agriculturist of note, 
and upon his election felt impelled to 
close out his interests on the farm 
and devote his attention wholly to the 
work of his office. He had conducted 
the farm with such success that it 
had made him well to do. His herd 
of Holsteins, representing twenty 
years of careful experimentation and 
constructive effort, was at a stage of 
development where it promised larger 
annual returns than he could hope 
to derive from his new work. More- 
over, its dispersal meant a great sac- 
rifice for other than financial reasons, 
as the conscientious breeder will read- 
ily understand. Nevertheless, the 
question whether or not to give up so 
much for the sake of serving the Asso- 
ciation was thus summarily disposed 
of by Mr. Gardner. He said, “After 
due. consideration of the matter, I 
concluded I would do.so whether I 
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could afford it or not.” By a similar 
process it seems to be necessary for 
every man of courage and resolution, 
at times, to untie the Gordian knot. 
Mr. Gardner’s farm was located at 
Darien. Here he had organized the 
Darien Creamery Company, which 
handled at times upwards of 40,000 Ib. 
milk daily and provided a profitable 
market for the dairymen of the sur- 
rounding country. As Secretary of the 
company, Mr. Gardner managed its 
affairs for a decade, greatly to the 
profit of all concerned. It will thus be 
readily understood that the enterpris- 
ing farmer, scientific breeder of Hol- 
steing and successful promoter of one 
of the greatest creamery plants in 
the state was a man of commanding 
influence locally, and was recognized 
as the big man of his home communi- 
ty. But in addition to his other ac- 
tivities, Mr. Gardner wrote industri- 
ously for the agricultural press. On 
this point he remarked to me, “When- 
ever I was sure that I had learned 
something that would benefit my 
brother farmers, I felt the desire to 
aid them by making it public. As a 
pioneer in the establishment of the 
dairy industry in the Middle West, I 
became interested in Holsteins; and 
when I was sure that they were the 
ideal dairy cattle for America, I 
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wrote extensively to induce farmer. 
dairymen to give them a trial.” 

Only one result could be expected 
when such a man was placed at the 
head of the Advanced Registry Bu- 
reau, and that was exactly the kind 
of service that the Association has 
been getting from that Bureau since 
Mr. Gardner took it in charge—the 
same kind of service that he would 
insist upon in the conduct of his own 
business—except, perhaps, that he is 
more economical for the Association 
than he would be for M. H. Gardner. 
The office last year employed, I be- 
lieve, twenty-four clerks at a cost to 
the Association, for salaries, of $6,- 
765.86—a lower figure than would be 
possible except in a country town. 
The office is a model of efficiency. 
The workers must conform to a sys- 
tem insuring regularity, accuracy and 
precision, but the atmosphere of the 
office inspires to something higher 
than machine-like effort. Mrs. Gard- 
ner is one of the staff and has her 
part in the organization; and the ex- 
ample of the wife and husband work- 
ing together with conscientious de- 
votion, affords a constant inspiration 
for the whole-hearted, energetic effort 
that the standards of the office de- 
mand. 

The Association employs an expert 
accountant to look into the records of 
its offices and study their methods, 
from time to time. He visited the 
Superintendent’s office last year for 
this purpose, made a thorough examin- 
ation, and wag obliged to confess that 
no improvements remained to be sug- 
gested. The organization, in arrange- 
ment and practical working, appeared 
to be about 100 per cent perfect. Here 
is reflected the personality of the 
man at the head of the organization. 
Mr. Gardner told me last summer that 
he understands every detail because, 
“A man must know what he under- 
takes to teach.” The same principle 
was applied on the farm, where, Mr. 
Gardner said, he “took to farming to 
master it,” which was a part of his 
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answer when I asked him how he 
made a success of farming. 

Mr. Gardner was born in November 
1854 and is therefore nearly sixty- 
one years old at this writing. On his 
father’s side he traces back to the 
Gardner and Hazard families of Rhode 
Island and Massachusetts, both of 
which figured in early colonial his- 
tory, their founders having brouxht 
ample means from England and ac- 
quired large estates in the New World. 
In Berkshire county, Mass., was the 
residence of Mr. Gardner’s grandfath- 
er’s grandfather Gardner who moved 
there from Rhode Island about one 
hundred sixty years ago and built 
what was then one of the largest and 
best houses in the county. The old 
building is still standing and is in 
use at the present time as a hotel. 
The Arnold families of Connecticut, 
prominent in Superintendent Gardner’s 
pedigree, and Stephen Arnold Doug- 
las (senator from Illinois and noted 
participant in the Lincoln-Douglas de- 
bates) was a cousin of Mr, Gardner’s 
grandfather. Oliver Hazard Perry, the 
hero of Lake Erie, was a cousin of 
his grandfather. Half a dozen Gard- 
nerg are or have been members of 
Congress. 

On his mother’s side, Mr. Gardner 
is of Scotch-Irish descent, her name 
being McConkey, and it was she that 
gave him the Scotch name, Maicolm. 
Her grandfather was the owner of 
McConkey’s ferry on the Delaware 
River near Trenton and it was at his 
residence that General Washington 
had his headquarters during some of 
the darkest days of the Revolution. 
Indeed, he had much to do with the 
collecting of boats for Washington's 
crossing of the Delaware to surprise 
the Hessians at Trenton—a surprise 
that proved the turning point of the 
Revolutionary War. The old home- 
stead is still standing and is used as 
a farmhouse, 

Mr. Gardner’s father and mother 
came to Wisconsin while young people 
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and in what was then the village of 
Delavan bought a home and as much 
land as their meang would cover. At 
the time of Malcolm's birth the fami- 
ly owned and occupied a large farm 
situated five miles southwest of Dela- 
van and two miles southeast of Darien 
and it was here that they continued to 
live until the son was five years old. 
At that time and a little before the 
breaking out of the Civil War, Mr. 
Gardner sold his property with the 
exception of the home in Delavan and 
invested the proceeds in unimproved 
land in Central Iowa. A couple of 
years later the family removed to the 
village, now a city, of Iowa Falls and 
after living there a year returned to 
Delavan. The Iowa property, now sell- 
ing at over $150 per acre, was un- 
salable during war times and the 
Gardners were accordingly able to 
come back with only enough to ne- 
gotiate the purchase of a farm ad- 
joining the one on which Malcolm

was born and on which they located 
when the boy wag fourteen years old. 

During the next ten years Malcoim 
attended and taught school and helped 
on the farm during the summer vaca- 
tions. In this connection, having 
come to the time when the future 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry 
was acquiring his school training, it 
may be profitable to consider his defi- 
nition of education. “Education,” says 
Mr. Gardner, “is a word of wide mean- 
ing and the process goes on, or should 
go on, all through life. When any 
man is too old to learn his usefulness 
is at an end. One goeg to school and 
to college largely to learn how to 
learn and if the time is well spent the 
end of school days is but the begin- 
ning of the second stage of ones edu- 
cation. Many a man with but a small 
part of the advantages derived from 
instruction in school has in after hfe 
become better educated than other 
men who have had all the advantages 
school and college can give.” He at- 
tained the early part of his education 
in the Delavan public school and at 
Beloit College, taking the regular 
classical course but specializing in 
language and literature.. Then, for 
something over a year, he was engaged 
in reading law with an uncle whose 
law partner he expected to become af- 
ter further study at the Michigan Uni- 
versity Law School at Ann Arbor, 
which was then the best school of its 
kind in the West. Referring to the 


experience that overtook him at this 
time, Mr. Gardner said to me, “I had 
spent several days in court at Racine, 
Wis., following a case appealed from 
Milwaukee in which my uncle was

leading counsel on one side with Matt 
Carpenter, then Senator from Wiscon- 
sin, on the other. The case had gone 
to the jury and I went to bed that 
night very tired, little thinking that 
my days in court were over. Having 
too much confidence in what I could 
accomplish I had overtaxed myself 
and the bursting of a small blood ves- 
sel in the brain changed the: whole 
course of my life. I awakened late 
the next morning in a sort of stupor 
and found I could hear nothing at all. 
For more than a year I was of little 
use to myself or anyone else but grad- 
ually pulled myself together to face 
the new life. 

Health being the first consideration 
he decided that what he most needed 
was fresh air and plenty of it. The 
farm looked attractive, and deciding 
that he could make a success of farm- 
ing as a business, he formed a partner- 
ship with a younger brother and leas- 
ing a farm owned by his father pro- 
ceeded to do a man’s work in actual 
daily contact with the soil. Of his 
methods and the gradual evolution 
of his farming operations we cannot 
take the space to write in detail, 
neither can we present the history

of the herd which eventually brought 
him into prominence as a Holstein 
breeder of the first rank. The story 
of how the farm was made to pay and 
of the various processes by which the 
inexperienced college lad became the 
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ter issue of the World. It is suff. 
cient to say that some of the greatest 
cows of the present day trace their 
origin to the Gardner Herd. A notable 
cow still living, of Mr. Gardner’s 
breeding, is Pietertje Maid Ormsby, 
former World’s Champion in the 30- 
day division and for several reasons 
a cow of national fame. 

Twenty years ago Mr. and Mrs. 
Gardner were married. Mr. Gardner 
told me that he had decided to remain 
a bachelor during his life-time but up- 
on meeting the now Mrs. Gardner all 
his good resolutions went to the winds. 
She had been born and reared in 
Brooklyn but immediately proved her 
adaptability to country life and took 
an active interest in all the branches 
of the farm work. Her versatility and 
shrewd common sense have enabled 
her to fill a large place in Mr. Gard- 
ner’s public life; and in popular ap- 
preciation as in fact the two are in- 
separable.

In concluding this inadequate out- 
line of the man whom all readers of 
the World are always interested in 
hearing about, I cannot do better than 
copy from a letter just received from 
Mr. Gardner in which he says con- 
cerning his work, “In the conduct of 
the office it has been my aim to place 
all owners of Holstein-Friesian cattle 
on an exact par, giving just the same 
attention, if not more, to the needs 
of humbler breeders that is given to 
wealthy men or officerg of the Associa- 
tion. During the ten years of my 
superintendency the yearly. work of the 
office has increased one thousand per 
cent., being over ten times what it was 
when I became Superintendent. The 
evolution .of the system has gone 
steadily on, one of the most notable 
additions to the work being the adop- 
tion of the semi-official test by the 
Association. The Channel Islands 
breeds, finding that they could not 





compete with the Holstein-Friesian 
breed in the short-time official test, 
side-stepped that test for the long-time 
semi-official test. By its adoption of 
the long-time test the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association forced competitive 
tests, and now holds world’s records 
in six of the eight classes recognized 
py the Jersey association. I regard 
the getting our breeders started in 
semi-official long-time testing as one 
of the greatest successes of my super- 
intendency. 

“Looking backward over the thirty- 
three years I have been with the breed, 
I see a steady advance from very small 
beginnings to the wonderful develop- 
ment shown at the present time, when 
the breed has become the most popular 
and our Association the largest of its 
kind in the world. Looking forward I 
realize that advanced registration is 
as yet young in years, and that what 
it has already done for the breed is 
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as nothing to what it may yet do. Im- 
provement within the breed has really 
just begun, and if our breeders rightly 
read the signs of the times and are 
guided thereby, there can be no doubt 


but that from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific and the Rio Grande far into the 
Canadian north the great bulk of the 
dairy cattle will in the near future be 
black and white.” 


Hazelhurst Stock Farms_ 


T WAS twenty years ago that H. 
H. Wickwire secured the founda- 
tion for the Holstein herd at Hazel- 
hurst Stock Farm. Sophie Veeman 2d 
No. 13300 was the name of this first 
purchase. She was bred by the Che- 
nango Valley Stock Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, and was a daughter of Sophie 
Veeman, and Hamilton, one of the 
best transmitting sires of his time. 
The one cow however, that seems to 
have exercised the greatest influence 
on the history of the herd is Phoebe 
Veeman, a daughter of Sophie Vee- 
man 2d and Sir Pietertje Lamb. This 
bull was a brother to the famous 
foundation cow Jessie Veeman A, 
while Sophie Veeman 2d is a three- 
fourths sister to the dam of Jessie 
Veeman A. She was the first cow in 
the herd to be given an official record, 
and her production of 23.24 lb. butter, 
569.9 lb. milk in 7 days in 1904— 
eleven years ago—placed her just out- 
side of the prize money. The same 
year, however, Jessie Inka Pledge, a 
junior 2-year-old, whose dam@® was 
from a daughter of Sophie Veeman 2d, 
won first prize in her class for butter, 
and made a new World’s Record for 
milk, being the first junior 2-yr-old to 
produce over 500 Ib. in 7 days. Her 
figures were 18.3 lb. butter, 519.7 Ib. 
milk at 2 years, 2 months. 

Phoebe Veeman now has four A. 
R. O. daughters, including two with 
records above 19 lb. One of these, 
Phoebe Veeman 2d, has a daughter 
that is dam of the 32.7-lb. cow, Phoe- 
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be Veeman Pauline Beryl, and the 27- 
lb. cow, Phoebe Veeman Pauline 
Wayne, who averaged over 100 Ib. 
milk per day for thirty days, and made 
a semi-official year’s record of 25, 
214.1 Ib. milk, 973.2 Ib. butter. 

One of the famous sires whose repu- 
tation was made in the Hazelhurst 
herd is Beryl Wayne De Kol Paul, a 
son of the former World’s Champion 
cow, Beryl Wayne (27.87 lb.). Both 
of the great record cows mentioned 
above were sired by him. In 1907 
practically the entire herd was sold 
to W. B. Barney, Hampton, Iowa, only 
three head being retained. These were 
the bull Phoebe Veeman King Beryl, 


a son of Phoebe Veeman and Beryl 
Wayne DeKol Paul; the young cow, 
Phoebe Veeman Pauline Wayne (sired 
by Beryl Wayne DeKol Paul out of a 
granddaughter of Phoebe Veeman) 
and a daughter of this cow. The cow 
was later sold to Emblagaard Dairy, 
Big Bay, Michigan, where her wonder- 
ful records (given above) were com- 
pleted. From this foundation, which 
was a continuation of the lines of 
breeding already prominent in the 
herd, the present herd has been 
built up. 

From a study of the reports from 
the office of the Superintendent of

Accordingly one bright day in 
early September I found myself beside 
Colson Wickwire, the junior member 
of the firm of Wickwire and Son, in 
their Cadillac, covering the eight 
miles from Earlville through Pool- 
ville, to Hubbardsville and the Hazel- 
hurst Stock Farms. Ideally situated 
in a beautiful and fertile valley, with 
signs of prosperity on every hand, the 
setting for the MHazelhurst herd 
seemed quite in keeping with its qual- 
ity. 

During the past year four members 
of the herd crossed the 30-lb. mark, 
one of the four being a 4-yr-old heifer.

These records are a strong testi- 
monial to the ability of the son, Col- 
son N., who is only 22 years of age, 
and has been actively interested in 
the farm for the past two years.

When the Dutch-Friesian Associa- 
tion united with the Holstein Asso- 
ciation in 1885, the Netherlands Herd 
Book Association dropped me from 
its list of friends. I was unable to 


secure the adoption of Holland-Frie- 
tion.

the Lowland race whether bred in 
Holland or in Oldenburg and East 
Friesland provinces of Germany. 
The Dutch-Friesian Association also 
limited registration to pure-bred 
black and white piebald cattle of the 
two provinces of the Netherland above 
referred to. 

The Kingdom of the Netherlands is 
composed of eleven provinces. The 
Netherlands Herd Book regarded the 
cattle of each one of these provinces 
as distinct breeds. Really this was 
at least justifiable, so conservative 
had the separated breeders developed 
their cattle In North Holland and 
Friesland about nine-tenths were 
black and white variegated. In 
Overysel prupably the reverse of 
this’ was true—nine-tenths red and 
white variegated. These red and 
white were very beautiful at least to 
my eyes. The cattle <f Groningen 
were largely black, white faced with 
white feet. Those of Gelderland are 
reported to be a “dirty” or brownish 
white.

For thirty-five 
years from the origin of the Associa- 
tion, only 109 of this class of bulls 
have been registered, and these for 
a few German breeders who admire 
and import them to improve the cat- 
tle of their own country.

and scaled for both works. Milk 
records for both are recorded. The 
only difference is that Herd Book 
cattle are required to scale 75 points 
of a scale of 100 while Help Book are 
required to scale but 70 points of 
the same scale. The offspring of 
Help Book cows then become eligible 
to the Herd Book. ; 
Another feature of the common 
organization is a Verzameloch. 
This work is an unnumbered volume 
in which the breeders who patronize 
the other books may have all their 
cattle, young or old, that trace their 
blood to registered stock, entered in 
a very brief form, gathered, and 
shown under their address. This 
shows to foreign buyers at a glance 
what each man has to sell of any 
line of breeding. All registered ani- 
mals appear in these books by num- 
bers, and all records of production 
appear only by these numbers. All 
records of milk production are for 
full lactation periods unless the cow 
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is sold during her milking period, 
and, I think, no record of milk is re 
corded for less than 144 days. Many 
of the cows are fatted and sold 
for beef before reaching the maturi- 
ty of eight years In fact they sell 
for this purpose at six years of age 
or less. 

The last volume that I have re- 
ceived of either book was published 
early in the present year, 1915. It 
contains entries of bulls entitled to 
registration, so far as blood is con- 
cerned, in the  MHolstein-Friesian 
Herd Book numbered from 6729 to 
7317. I have volume 46 which is 
solely devoted to the entry of- cows 
and their milk records, published in 
the early part of the year 1914. I 
also have _ the Verzamelboch for 
1914. Nearly all tue bulls recorded 
in volume 46 are either recorded as 
of the milk and fresh form; thus is 
shown that the breeders regard their 
cattle as a dual-purpose breed.

WORKING IN THE 
RIGHT DIRECTION 
The National Dairy Council repre- 
senting practically all the great 
branches of industry related to the 
subject of Dairying, feels called upon 
to arouse public sentiment to a reali- 
zation of the magnitude of questions 
arising in consequence of the out- 
break in the United States, in 1914, 
and again in 1915, of the Live Stuck 
scourge+the Foot and Mouth disease. 
The outbreak in 1914 assumed pro- 
portions amounting truly to a calamity 


to purebred cattle. The repetition of- 


the outbreak in 1915, emphasizing the 
fact that under present conditions of 
official organization and method, it 
is possible to develop, through dam- 
age to. this colossal industry, a Na- 
tional disaster. 

The. Council is prepared to co-oper- 
ate fully with the authorities in their 
effort to stamp out this disease; it 
is convinced, however, that there are 
grave defects in method, and. funda- 
mental lack of comprehension in offi- 
cial circles as to the true bearing of 
these methods. upon the industry. Al- 
though: the deplorable fact that more 
than two months elapsed between the 
time of the outbreak of the disease 
in 1914 and its official recognition, 
may be accounted for by a sense of 
security born of long freedom from 
the disease, and by a consequent un- 
preparedness to deal with it in an 
epidemic form, precipitating upon. the 
country thereby an enormously costly 
loss, the Council still maintains that 
this is not an adequate excuse. 

There is manifestly grave defect in 
the organization of the National Bu- 
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reau of Animal Industry, in the organ- 
ization of the State Live Stock Sani- 
tary Boards, and in the co-ordination 
and co-relation of these various offi- 
cial forces. 

The Dairy Council, while disposed 
to give full weight from the emergency 
standpoint to the method of slaugh- 
ter up to the point of its fullest effi- 
ciency, is deeply impressed with the 
fact that collateral methods and pro- 
cesses necessary for limitation of the 
spread of the disease are not being 
wisely nor intelligently employed. 

Criticism in this direction is so 
widespread, that it is impossible for 
the vast army of stock raisers to have 
confidence in the official handling of 
this matter. Without confidence of 
the individuals whose property is at 











distribution by official sanction in 
1915. For this occurrence, no excuse 
has been offered, and it seems unlike- 
ly that there can be any sufficient ex- 
cuse. 

Experience during the last year has 
demonstrated that the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, in its executive branches 
is not dominated by a broad and com- 
prehensive realization of the factors 
which enter into a campaign of this 
magnitude. 

The Dairy Council, in connection 
with the other National organizations 
reflecting the thought and interest of 
the country, is prepared to demand, 
and to press, if necessary, through 
Congressional action, thorough reor- 
ganization of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, and, in particular, the crea-

stake, there cannot be that co-opera- 
tion which is indispensable to success- 
ful dealing with this most threaten- 
ing problem. There are many factors 
in this default. The Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry and the local boards are 
not equipped: with competent men, 
veterinarians and others, to deal with 
the situation. Lack of experience and 
lack of fundamental training com- 
bined, render this branch of the 
service very untrustworthy. Whereas 
there are many qualified veterinary 
officers employed, the rank and file 
is thoroughly incompetent. Moreover, 
it is obvious that official supervision 
at points of most crucial importance 
is not to be depended upon. In proof 
of this statement the Council points 
out the second outbreak of the di- 
sease occurring in July, 1915, which 
is acknowledged by the officials to be

tion of an Executive Chief in that 
Bureau, who shall be the strongest and 
most available stock man to whom 
the veterinary forces shall be subor- 
dinate and responsible.

Lady had but recently been pur- 
chased by Zoller Bros., Hammond, N. 
Y., and was at the farm of Stevens 
Bros., to be bred to. King of the Pon- 
tiacs. The loss was partially covered 
by insurance.

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Outside of the State 
of Illinois, a consid- 
erable part of which 
is under quarantine, 
no recent outbreaks of the foot and 
mouth disease have appeared with 
the possible exception of a supposed 
case in the town of Leicester, Massa- 
chusetts, in consequence of which 
Worcester County has been placed un- 
der federal quarantine, although the 
state restrictions apply only to the 
area within a radius of five miles of 
the infected premises. An area hav- 
ing a radius of three miles in Hudson 
County, N. J., small areas in Steuben 
County, New York, and the Fortieth 
Street Stock Yards, New York City, 
comprise the only other territory in 
the East still under quarantine. 
With the experience gained in the 
fight of the past year it would seem 
that the officials should be able to 
‘cope with instant success against any 
further occasional outbreaks that may 
occur. Eternal vigilance is the price 
of safety. The Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation in common with other breed- 
ers’ organizations must demand vigi- 
lance on the part of the men who are 
responsible for the safeguarding of 
the live-stock of the country, and it 
must be understood that for any neg- 
lect resulting in further trouble that 
with proper care might have been 


The Foot-and- 
Mouth Trouble 
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avoided, the officials that are to blame 
will be held to a strict accountability. 

Attention is called to the short ar- 
ticle elsewhere in this issue regarding 
the attitude of the National Dairy 
Council on the foot-and-mouth disease 
situation. The Council takes a sane, 
broad view of the matter, and we agree 
most heartily with their conclusions. 
Incompetency, without question, has 
been the cause of a good deal of the 
trouble, and incompetency will never 
be rooted out of the United States 
Department of Agriculture until a 
thorough reorganization is effected. 
We are glad to second the National 
Dairy Council in its efforts to effect 
a reorganization that will bring effi- 
ciency to the Department.

vs. distinguished breeding 
Pedigree bought in some of the 


fall sales may be mis- 
leading to those who have not seen 
the animals. The fact is that individ- 
uals combining excellent breeding with 
beauty of type rarely sell at low fig- 
ures. They are always in demand at 
profitable prices; but the public is 
becoming more and more discrimin- 
ating in the matter of individual 
quality. It is not sufficient that the 
breeding be noteworthy; the animals 
must be of correct build and creditable 
appearance in order to interest the 
discriminating buyer. Furthermore, it 
is safe to assume that females of 
fine individual quality will always be 
in demand, at fair prices. The judi- 
cious breeder will insist first on beauty 
of type and correct dairy conformation; 
and in addition will get as much 
breeding as his means will allow; 
but he will draw the line against in- 
ferior individuals, no matter how 
well bred. 





The prominence of 
Taking Counsel the suffrage question 
With the Wife this fall indicates a 
growing recognition 
of the intellectual ability of woman 
and, to a greater degree than before, 
directs attention to the importance of 
according her the rights that, in con- 
sequence, are her due. The time is 
coming when woman will be enfran- 
chised in every state in the Union, nct- 
withstanding this week’s defeat of 
the suffrage amendment in New Jer- 
sey. Primitive man holds the gentler 
sex in slavery, but with the advance of 
civilization the opportunities of wo- 
mankind improve, and as we get be- 
yond the theory that might makes 
right, we come to learn that fineness 
of perception counts for more than 
brute force in deciding questions of 
domestic and public welfare.

One of the features of the latest re- 
port is the record of Lavera Hortensia 
Beauty, who, freshening at the age of 
17 years 11 months 14 days and start- 
ing her test 72 days after calving, pro- 
duced 21.04 lb. butter, 581.0 lb. milk, 
an average of 83 lb. per day. She is 
owned by Mayer & Garver, Sullivan, 
Ohio, and furnishes a striking illus- 
tration of the hardihood and lasting 
power of our breed. In the same re- 
port an 11-year-old cow averaged 96 
lb. per day during her 7-day test, and 
94 lb. for 30 days, while all told the 
records of 16 cows ten years or over 
were included. 





The report from the Advanced Reg- 
istry Office covering the period from 
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June 13 to July 13, 1915, adds five 
new names to the 30-lb. list, and two 
others already in the lead come back 
with substantial increases in produc- 
tion.

Although an average of $389.50 for 
131 head surpasses any of the other 
fall sales of the year, these figures for 
the 18th sale of the Breeders’ Con- 
signment Sale Co. do not come very 
close to representing the value of 
the animals sold. In fact, Oct. 12 and 
13 must be set down as genuine bar- 
gain days. The crowd was much 
smaller than had been anticipated, 
and buyers were conspicuous by their 
absence. Western buyers do not feel 
ready as yet to run the risk of getting 
their cattle home, and hence stay 
away, while the local market does not 
seem to be able to handle the large 
number of cattle being offered at the 
various sales at prices satisfactory 
to the seller. 

John Arfmann topped the sale with 
a son of King Segis Pontiac Alcartra 
and the 30-lb. cow, Meta Hengerveld, 
who was by Hengerveld De Kol, and 
from a 25-lb. daughter of a 27-lb. cow. 
This youngster, a beautiful individ- 
ual, was purchased by R. F. Mead, 
West Rutland, Vt., for $5200.00. Fin- 
derne Pride Johanna Korndyke, the 
son of the World’s Champion, Fin- 
derne. Pride Johanna Rue, brought 
only a fraction of what he was really 
worth, being finally struck off for 
$3200 to Hon. D. D. Aitken, Flint, 
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Mich., President of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America, after a 
spirited contest with Stevens Bros. 
Co., who stopped at $3150. King Pon- 
tiac Segis, a splendid youngster, sired 
by King of the Pontiacs, and out of 
the 33-lb. cow, Hilldale Segis, consid- 
ered by many to be the best daughter 
of King Segis, was purchased by the 
Lawson Holding Co., La Grangeville, 
N. Y., for $2500. He was consigned by 
John Arfmann.

I am glad to see in your issue of 
Sept. 25th, on page 1830, that Mr. 
Prescott, in giving an account of Sir 
Veeman Hengerveld, uses a per cent 
basis, a fairer and more intelligent 
method of comparison with other sires 
than is usually practiced. 

At public sales and in advertise- 
ments, one becomes tired of seeing 
sires extolled beyond .all reason, be- 
cause of the large number of daugh- 
ters-he may have in the A. R. O list, 
which is no evidence of superiority, 
unless the average records of all his 
daughters is high. The number he 
may have in the list ig merely a mat- 
ter of opportunity, and conveys no 
idea of merit. Any fairly good bull in

His merit depends on 
the average records of his get, and 
not on the number. 

Another. argument, continually in 
use, which induces many an inexper- 
ienced breeder to pay fabulous prices; 
is the number of 30-lb. daughters a sire 
may have. This is not an evidence of 
superiority, unless the per cent of 
such daughters ig high, or the average 
of all his get is high. 

If the average of all his daughters 
were given, with number of various 
ages, his actual merit would be known, 
or if the per cent of 30-lb. daughters 
were given, it would afford a good ba- 
sis for a close estimate. On this per 
cent basis it would be found that many 
bulls not much known to the public, 
far surpass those which are usuaily 
considered the great sires of the breed. 
Any bull that has 10 or more A. R. O. 
daughters can be judged by his per 
cent, although’ this would generally 
give the advantage to the bulls which 
are noted for the great number they 
have in the list, as they have usually 
been in the hands of expert breeders, 
feeders and testers, as well as having 
the advantage of being mated with a 
better class of cows 

The showing for Sir Veeman Hen- 
gerveld in Mr. Prescott’s article in 
comparison with the four most noted 
and most widely advertised. bulls of 
the breed, is fine, but had he persued 
his investigations farther, including 
bulls as yet But little known, wliose 
names have but seldom appeared in 
print, it would have materially changed 
the appearance of the list. There are 
several that might have been com- 
pared, to their advantage, but the 
most remarkable showing, of which 
] have knowledge, is made by Prince 


Robens, Poland,

Ybma Spofford 6th, No. 47135, a bull 
of superior breeding, backed by ances- 
tors with large records, owned by 
Cornell University, in which herd he 
only did service. He was slaugh- 
tered at an early age, before his val- 
ue was known. He sired only 11 
daughters, all but one tested by the 
University in their regular work, 
which is sufficient assurance that the 
records were made under absolutely 
normal conditions. All were given A. 
R. O. records, but three of these daugh- 
ters were slaughtered when young, be- 
fore they were appreciated, leaving 
only 8 living. 

The following list, giving the entire 
number of daughters, in connection 
with the five great sires given by Mr. 
Prescott, will speak for itself. 
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The records of his eight living 
daughters, given below, is worthy of 
careful study. As far as I have been 
able to learn from the Blue Book, up 
to date, and from other sources of 
information, no other bull living or 
dead, with an equal or greater num- 
ber of daughters can make a show- 
ing that will approach this. This one 
sire will make the Glista family fa- 
mous.

BLUE BOOK 

The time during the months of May 
and June was largely used by the Ad- 
vanced Registry Office in finishing the 
work left over from the last fiscal year. 
Copy for five-sixths of the 26th vol- 
ume of the Advanced Register Year 
Book has been prepared and sent to 
the printers, and the last of the copy 
will go forward this month. Proof- 
reading is in progress, and it is expect- 
ed that the book will be ready for 
distribution sometime in October. Our 
books are now open for subscriptions 
to this volume at $2.00 per copy; and 
as it will be first come first served, I 
would suggest that subscriptions be 
sent forward in order that the sub- 
scribers’ names may be properly listed. 
A large number of our breeders have 
not yet secured a copy of the 25th vol- 
ume, which is also sold at. $2.00 per 
copy. Copies of the 24th and 25th vol- 
umes of the book should be secured 
while there is a chance; for when 
these copies are exhausted no reprint 
can ever be made. No Holstein-Frie- 
sian breeder can niake a real success 
without the Blue Book. 
- The Holstein-Friesian Association 
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does not enter in its Advanced Regis- 
ter any records of grade cows; but 
now and then a grade is officially test- 
ed, and the results show the great ad- 
vantages to be derived in the grading 
up of the common cattle of the coun- 
try by the use of pure bred Holstein. 
Friesian bulls. A notable instance of 
this comes to hand from Michigan, 
where Mr. H. W. Crawford of Rumley 
tested a grade Holstein-Friesian cow 
under the supervision of the Michigan 
State Agricultural College. Professor 
A. C. Anderson, the officer in charge 
of official test work in Michigan, has 
sent me in detail the supervisor’s re- 
port of the test, which shows, that 
this cow produced in seven consecu- 
tive days 728.5 lbs. of milk containing 
22.407 lbs. of butter-fat. One hundred 
and four pounds of milk and three 
and three-fourths pounds of butter per 
day—three times what the average 
common cow of Michigan shows at 
her best—should cause Michigan own- 
ers of common cows to sit up and 
take notice. 

The above is an example of what 
a full aged grade Holstein-Friesian cow 
can do under favorable circumstances, 
in Michigan; but when it comes to 
What a 4-weeks-old grade Holstein-Frie- 
sian calf can do we turn to Pennsyl- 
vania. Dr. J. W. Fink of Newburgh, 
New York, writes me that a calf born 
in Eastern Pennsylvania on July 4th, 
sired by a pure bred Holstein-Friesian 
bull and having as dam a grade Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow, showed well devel- 
oped mammary glands at birth, that 
it ‘began yielding true milk at seven 
days old, and that at four weeks old 
the production had increased to one 
quart of milk night and morning.

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traveling interesting even in a Ford 
car which is the sort of conveyance 
for negotiating mountain roads. The 
valleys of northern Pennsylvania are 
deep and picturesque with their wind- 
ing streams, one of the most beautiful 
of which is the far-famed Susquehanna 
along whose banks we traveled for 
twenty miles or more. The Tunka- 
hannock Gorge, at a point about a 
dozen miles from Mr. Resseguie’s farm 
is spanned by the largest concrete 
viaduct in the World—a stupendous, 
concrete structure half a mile long 
and 240 feet high. Its ten mighty 
arches, surmounted by more than a 
hundred massive columns supporting 
the lesser arches crowned by the road 
bed of the railway towers high above 
the little rural village that nestles in 
the foreground and rivals the Panama 
‘Canal as a monument to man’s engin- 
eering skill.

Mr. Stevenson, whose work is 
in Scranton but whose home is on the 
farm a couple of miles from Clark’s 
Summit, is fortunate in having a fam- 
ily of boys who are interested in the 
cattle and it is to them that much of

Not far from the Stevenson Farm 
are located the Millers Brothers, one 
of whom is secretary of the Holstein 
Club. Their place of 180 acres is beau- 
tifully situated on a hill overlooking 
the Lackawanna Valley. Their fath- 
er, J. W. Miller, with E. D. Carpenter 
and Prof. John L. Stone, close to for- 
ty years ago imported two carloads of 
Holsteins that became the foundation 
stock which later made famous the 
Lackawanna Breeders Association. An 
adjoining farm is occupied by Max 
Miller, whose 240 acres of land and 
25 head of registered Holsteins con- 
stitute a good working plant. On 
these farms are cattle descended from 
some of the original animals in the 
first importation, so it may be under- 
stood that here are to be found black 
and white cattle of the pioneer type. 

The near-by village of Dalton is of 
interest to Holstein breeders mainly 
because of the fact that here are lo- 
cated the extensive barns formerly 
owned by Dr. Hand. These barns are 
to shelter the cattle to be sold in the 
Northern Pennsylvania Holstein 
Breeders Club Sale on November 3 
and 4. Dalton is located on the D. L. 
& W. railway and is also connected 
by trolley with Scranton which is on- 
ly a few miles distant.

Holstein herd but unfortunately mr. 
Kerrick was confined to the house 
by illness and was unable to point out 
the animals most worthy of note. The 
Kerrick herd is headed by a three- 
fourths brother to Arfmann’s King 
Segis Pontiac Alcartra and to him are 
bred several of the members of Mr. 
Kerrick’s consignment for the com- 
ing sale. Among these are a 23-lb. 
cow, an 18-lb. 3-yr-old and a 3-yr-old 
daughter of the 36-lb. sire, Champion 
De Kol, also three young cows soon 
due by a 25-lb. son of Rag Apple Korn- 
dyke. 

At L.-W. Pratt’s we found fine in- 
dividuals and excellent breeding. Mr. 
Pratt is jointly interested with his 
brother, C. A. Pratt, in the ownership 
of the 32-lb. sire, Segis Hengerveld 
Beets Lyons, who, like most. of the 
herd sires that we saw on this trip, 


is a remarkably fine individual show- . 


ing unusual length of body and pro- 
nounced dairy quality. Mr. Pratt has 
some remarkably fine young cows soon 
due by this bull, among them being 
some extra promising daughters of the 
3014-lb. sire, Prince Segis Korndyke 
Junior. We stopped at C. A. Pratt’s 
for a few minutes looking over the 
herd bull and such an array of heavy- 
barreled, square-built cows of the old- 
fashioned dairy type as few herds 
can show. Both of the Pratt estab- 
lishments are a good advertisement 
for the black and white breed, the 
farms and the buildings and the cat- 
tle all having the appearance that 
goes with prosperity. 

Not far distant is the village of Le 
Raysville where we stopped for an 
additional supply of gasoline and I 
went into a store for the purpose of 
making inquiry concerning the loca- 
tion of the town. I found that we 
were eighteen miles from the nearest 
railway with every avenue of egress 
of the same character as the roads we 
had been driving over all day. I in- 
quired as to the best place to get a 
train for Binghamton and the store- 
keeper answered, “O, ask me some- 
thing easy.” The only information 
he could impart was how to get away 


_ from the place by team or automobile. 


- Our next objective point was Mont- 
rose, twenty miles distant, over the 
roughest and most difficult road that 
we had attempted to negotiate. It was 
now dark and our lights were dim 
and it was. well toward nine o’clock 
when we reached A. E. Robinson & 
Sons farm near Montrose. We stopped 
here long enough to get a good look 
at one of the most famous animals in 
the state of Pennsylvania, the $10,- 
000.00 bull, King Pontiac Alcartra Pie- 
tje, a son of Arfmann’s and Lawson’s 
$50,000.00 bull and from the former 
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world’s record 35.61-lb. four-year-old, 
Fairmont Zerma Segis Pietje. This 
pull is individually a close duplicate 
of his sire, which is a sufficient recom- 
mendation for any bull. We found in 
the Robinson herd some uncommonly 
good cows to which he had been bred. 
It will be remembered that King Pon- 
tiac Alcartra Pietje was purchased 
in Dr. Hand’s Dispersal Sale last June 
by George E. Page of Gelatt, Harvey 
Brown of Thompson and Arthur Rob- 
inson of Montrose. 

Arriving in Montrose Mr. Resse- 
guie and I found that we were still 
physically fit although our driver was 
nearly worn out, which goes to show 
that when you have confidence in 
your chauffeur it is an easier matter 
to ride as a passenger than it is to 
drive over Pennsylvania roads. From 
half past seven in the morning until 
nine o’clock. at night we had been 
almost constantly on the go, climbing 
hills, some of which seemed of almost 
endless length and almost impossible 
steepness, and descending grades that 
apparently had no limit and encoun- 
tering some places difficult to get 
through although the roads generally 
were in good condition; but notwith- 
standing the fact that we had covered 


’ considerably more than a hundred 


miles we had not been able to visit 
more than half of the breeders from 
whose herds consignments have been 
selected for the coming gale. I should 
have liked especially to get to Mr, 
Resseguie’s place as I was interested 
in seeing the daughters of the $10,000 
bull that he is putting into the sale 
but this was impossiple. 

Engaging another rural delivery 
man to drive with me to Binghamton, 
I left my companions at 10 p. m. for 
the twenty-five mile journey to Bing- 
hamton and in consequence of a de- 
pleted prestolyte tank which failed us 
entirely during the early part of our 
trip, it was midnight when we reached 
our destination. An hour later found 
me on a Utica-bound sleeper and at 
11 a. m. I was back in Lacona some- 
what the worse perhaps for lack of 
sleep during the two nights that I 
had been away but considerably the 
better by reason of the knowledge 
gained concerning the cattle in a 
section that has been quietly making 
Holstein history but that has made 
little attempt to exploit its Holsteins. 
Now the Black and White queens of 
this great cattle comnyunity are com- 
mencing to make world’s records and 
the public is beginning to understand 
why some of the greatest bred bulls 
that the breed has produced are being 
selected to head the herds in Northern 
Pennsylvania. 2

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OFFICIAL TESTS OF HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN COWS 
From the Report of Supt. M. H. Gardner, covering the period from May .28 to June 
12, 1915 


The Short Time Division. 


During the period from May 28th to June 12th, 1915, records for 596 animals have 
been accepted to entry in the Holstein-Friesian Advanced Register; fifty-three of 
which are records of cows begun not less than 240 days after freshening and 131 of 
which are semi-official long-time records. Of the 412 regular records, eight were 
extended to fourteen days, two to fifteen, three to twenty-one, forty-two to thirty, 
three to sixty, one to ninety, one to one hundred and twenty, and one to one hundred 
and eighty days. The averages by ages or classes are omitted. 

This herd of 412 animals, of which over one-half were heifers with first or sec- 
ond calves, produced in seven consecutive days 170,459.3 lbs. milk containing 6,066.171 
Ibs. of butter-fat, thus showing an average of 3. 56 per cent fat. The average pro- 
duction for each animal was 413.7 lbs. milk containing 14.724 lbs. butter-fat, equiva- 
lent to 59.1 lbs. or over 28 quarts of milk per day and over 17 lbs. of commercial 
butter per week. 


THE LONG TIME DIVISION 


In the semi-official long-time division will be found one hundred and thirty-one 
records. This herd of 131 animals, of which nearly one-half were heifers with first 
or second calves, produced in an average period of 339 days, 1,896,468.7 lbs. milk con- 
taining 64,529.33 lbs. of butter-fat, showing an average of 3.40 per cent fat. The 
average production for each animal was 14,476.9 lbs. milk containing 492.59 lbs. of but- 
ter-fat; equivalent to 574.68 lbs. of commercial butter per year. 

The remakable — in the long-time lists of this issue is that the one thous- 
and-pound butter cow list is increased by one cow and two heifers, and that a 
junior two-year-old should produce 960.51 lbs. fat from 22,150.4 lbs. milk as is credit- 
ed to Finderne Mutual Fayne. In fact, all three animals ‘added to the one thousand- 
pound butter cow list are stablemates at Finderne. The full aged cow Finderne 
Pride Johanna Rue, 1,176.47 lbs. fat from 28,403.7 lbs. milk has already been re 
ported as breaking the record in her class, as has the two-year-old Finderne Mutual 
Fayne; and of these records it would seem to me that that of the 2-yr-old is much 
the larger in proportion. The other one thousand pound butter cow is the junior 
three-year-old Finderne Lady Fayne, which by a production of 860.23 lbs. fat from 
18,523.5 lbs. milk gains third place in her class for this division.
